Call to order (Karl W4CHX): Karl W4CHX called the meeting to order at 7:09 p.m. 


Approval of minutes (Karl W4CHX): The Minutes of the previous Board Meeting (September 17, 2013) 
were approved as presented. 


Vice President’s report (CJ NC4CJ): Sharon’s (our interface person with RLCB) husband has died 
unexpectedly. Tim W4TME will present the November program. The topic is software defined radios. Tom 
N4TL will have a program on logging at the January, 2014 meeting. CJ has asked Tapper Lovelace 
KBA4TYE to give a weather balloon presentation at the February meeting. A possible presentation in the 
future is Winlink software by Frank Pleshe N3FRP. 


Treasurer’s report (Greg KE4PAX): RARS currently has 300 members. If any RARS member has 
questions regarding the budget, please contact Greg KE4PAX or Karl W4CHX for more information. 


Secretary’s report (Bob K4YXM): No report. 
Committee reports: 


a. Public Service Director (John AI4RT): Two more events are scheduled for 2013: the City of 
Oaks Marathon and the Making Room for Turkey Ride. John AI4RT reminded everyone to 
consider participating on the public service net. 


b. Public Information Officer (Ken WA4JJW): The General licensing class information has been 
released to the media. Comments were made regarding social media. 


c. Education Director (Murray K4MHM): Based on his email communication, Murray K4AMHM 
reported: 

a. “Technician Course ending 9/28 had 15 students. One student who dropped out of the 
course still has not paid for the book. He has made subsequent contact and said he 
would pay. NCSU ARC W4ATC has increased its activity including electing officers 
and on-air time. 

b. General Course starts 10/19 and finishes 11/2. 19 students are pre-registered. 

c. Technician Course on SAS campus is tentative to begin mid-January, but date is not 
been confirmed. It will be open to non-employees. 

d. JOTA will be 10/19/20.” 


d. Field Day Chair (Bob W4TTX): No report. 


e. FM Repeater Chair (Karl W4CHX): Karl W4CHX reported that the repairs to the building at 
the Bayleaf site are almost done. A team consisting of Robert Chew, Bob K4YXM, Bob NCIX, 
Joanne AK4RJ, Sally Chapman, and Karl W4CHX worked on 8 days over a 3 week-period to 
replace the roof and apply vinyl] siding to the building. Cliff W4FT and Alan AB40Z will 
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complete the interior work in the near future. Chuck W3WZN is communicating with, and 
transporting repeater hardware to, Danny K4ITL for setup and installation of the repeaters at the 
various repeater sites. It was noted that the “new” 444.525 repeater is likely to be the first one 
on the air, followed by the “new” 146.64 repeater. 


f. RARSFest Chair (John AI4RT): The next RARSfest meeting is scheduled for Monday, 
October 28, 2013. Other comments and discussion included: there will be a new approach to the 
youth lounge targeting individuals in the 15 year-old age range; possible forum presentations; 
Marty W4MY will coordinate the special event station, possibly W1AW/4 if it can be arranged 
with ARRL; Dennis Bodson, W4PWF, ARRL Roanoke Division Director, and Kay Craigie, 
N3KN, ARRL President, will be present at RARSfest 2014; and, Gary KN4AQ will be 
producing the brochure again. 


g. Exciter Chair (Cathy KA3QPU): Please send articles.

j. ARRL Liaison (Chuck K4HF): Chuck K4HF made comments regarding hamfest news and the 
executive board meeting.

n. Food Service Chair (Joanne AK4RJ): No report 


0. W4DW/W4RNC Trustee (Jeff AC4ZO): No report. A question was asked about updating our 
SERA membership. Karl W4CHX will look into this matter. 


p. RARS VE Coordinators (Joe WA4GIR and Liz KO4CK): No report. 
q. RARS Webmaster (Hank K4HM): Based on his email communication, Hank K4HM wrote, 


a. “The main RARS webpage has been converted to a wider format. Other pages will be 
reformatted soon. The wider format is more consistent with PC display state of the art 
and will allow conversion of some older RARS pages to include our header, menu, 
and icon borders. 

b. The upcoming General License Class information is prominently referenced on our 
main page. (I have also seen or heard references to this class by several other clubs.) 

c. Ihave removed many very old unused items from our web server. Some of these files 
date back to the 20th century and many of them have not been included on our site for 
a decade or more. There is still a lot of work to be done on this front but we have 
thousands of files, a fairly large site for a club, and even using Unix search tools, 
searching for links and other references to make sure an old page is not still in use 
takes time - one page at a time. 

d. The spam and hacker attacks have slowed dramatically--probably due to some help 
from Ammon Nissan at Delta Force, the rtpnet.org service provider that hosts our 
website. Most of these attacks have been from outside the US and he offered to block 
access at the firewall for any foreign IP addresses | identify to him. There are still a 
few spam emails being sent from US accounts to the webmaster@rars.org email 
account but elimination of the foreign addresses has eliminated the majority of them. 
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e. Ihave not had any feedback pro-or-con regarding the new “Kudos” page. Additions, 
suggestions, and corrections are requested.” 


r. North Carolina QSO Party (Marty W4MY): No report 
7. Old business: 
a. Financial review (Greg KE4PAX): Greg KE4PAX indicated that this has been completed. 
b. Equipment list for insurance policy (Greg KE4PAX): Still being assembled.

The duties of the Hospitality Chair were discussed, including 
possible expansion of those duties. Related discussion was focused on identifying, greeting, and 
involving new RARS members; and, the possible need fora RARS Membership Chair (or 
similar).
